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New City Ordinance 
Clamps Down 
On House Solicitors 


The Menlo Park City council 
Tuesday night passed an ordinance 
clamping down on the activities of 
house-to-house solicitors and ped- 
dlers in the city. 

The ordinance was drawn up at 
the suggestion of Police Chief 
George Potter to enable him to pro- 
vide more thorough protection to 
Menlo Park housewives and child- 
ren. 

The new measure, designed to 
control, not to forbid, such activi- 
ties directs Chief Potter to investi- 
gate thoroughly all person apply- 
ing for permission to conduct house- 
to-house selling or soliciting. 

Henceforth all such persons will 
be required to carry an identifica- 
tion card issued by the Police de- 
partment. Before receiving such a 
card, they must be fingerprinted, fill 
out a questionnaire, and provide 
the police with a recent picture of 
themselves and proof of a recent 
physical examination. 

Chief ‘Potter emphasized that 
housewives should ask all peddlers 
and solicitors to show their city 
permit and should call the police 
immediately if they fail to do so.

Installation of fire alarm systems 
in the business sections of Menlo 
Park and East Palo Alto and direct 
alarms to headquarters from all 
school buildings is recommended In 
tne annual report of the Menlo Park 
fire district, made public this week. 
“During the past few years our 
fire loss has increased consider- 
ably due to increased construction 
of.new homes in the outlying dist- 
ricts, necessitating long runs; 
delayed alarms caused by people 
not being familiar with our tele- 
phone alarm system and lack of 
fire alarm boxes in our business 
sections,” Chief Thomas L. Cuff 
informed the board of commis- 
sioners. 
“The continued growth of our 
district has 4eveloped many prob- 


said. “The new apartment houses, 
new business places in Menlo Park, 
East Palo Alto and North Fair 
Oaks; new and larger schools, new 
factories, the development of Stan- 
ford Research Laboratory in Stan- 
ford Village, increased facilities at 
the Veterans Hospital and the con- 
tinued construction of new homes 
makes it necessary to give increased 
fire protection and increase our fire 


Fire losses in the district soared 


484.19 in 1947, an increase of from 
$1.14 to $3.11 per capita of district 
population. 

The report pointed out that the 
higher loss last year was due to 
the fire that destroyed the Sport 
club on El Camina Real in De- 
cember and the destruction of 
several small homes in outlying 
sections. The Sport club fire in- 
volved a delayed alarm. The Red- 
wood City fire department was 
first notified, and had to relay the 
call to the Menlo Park fire dist- 
rict, 


Another blaze that destroyed a 
residence also involved a delayed 
alarm. 


However, advances were made on 
other fronts in fire prevention, the 
report pointing out that the num- 
ber of grass fires has been reduced 
considerably because of the dist- 
rict’s weed abatement program.

April 1 will see the beginning of solicitations in the an- 
nual fund drive of the American Cancer Society in San Mateo 
county. It will last to April 30. This group, too, will have 
coin containers placed in business places through the cooper- 
ation of local service clubs. 

We realize there are constant demands on the public for 
support of public institutions such as these two. We also 
realize that the need is great and that organizations such as 
these must depend aimost entirely on public support. No large 
individual donations are sought and if enough persons give 
what they feel they can afford to give, the objectives will have 
been reached. 

The Crippled Children’s society seeks to raise $40,000 in 
the county by means of Easter sale purchases and coins drop- 
ped in containers at stores and other places of business.

Citizens’ Group Speaks 


f .. Progress Is

3/y High School 


The “Committee for Better Edu- 
‘cation,” a citizens group seeking 
‘two candidates to oppose W. Ww. 
Hilton and Morton Brewer, who 
will run for reelection as trustees 
at the Sequoia Union high school 
district election May 20, has issued 
a statement of policy. 

The statement was approved at a 
committee meeting in Redwood City 
last week, and was received too late 
for publication in last week’s issue 
of the RECORDER. 

Following is the complete state- 
ment of the group: 

“1. In a democracy, education 
should be more than a training in 
fundamentals. It must include al- 
so the training of our future citi- 
zens in the principles of democratic 
living. Such training to be effective 
must embrace the practice as well 
as the theory of democracy. 

“We feel the present board lead- 
ership has failed to recognize the 
importance of this basic fact. We 
favor electing new members who 
will understand, revere, and make 
effective in our school system the 
principles of American democracy. 

“We believe that the practice of 
democracy in the school requires: 

“a, That students be encouraged 
to develop genuine self-govern- 
ment to the end they may learn 
good citizenship through its prac- 
tice. 

“b, That the administrative pro- 
gram be based on staff participa- 
tion and planning. 

“c, That response be given to 
the wishes of parents and other 
citizens, not as manifested by 
small pressure groups, but by gen- 
uine majority opinion. 

“In short, it is our belief that 
education for democracy requires 
democracy in education. 

“2. The freedoms guaranteed cit- 
izens by our constitution should 
not be denied teachers and stud- 
ents. Freedom of the press, free- 
dom of speech, and freedom from 
fear are essential to effective Am- 
erican education.

checked with state officials, and 
the number of classrooms, the 
special facilities, the area of land 
required, and the general layout 
of the buildings has been deter- 
mined. Next the type of archi- 
tecture had to be determined and 
members of the school board, to- 
gether with the architect and 
superintendent, visited recent 
high school construction and an 
exhibit of models of recently con- 
structed high school buildings. 
Approximately the type of archi- 
tecture to be used has been se- 
lected. The school plant will be 
designed to give the students the 
best possible conditions under 
which to study and learn, but at 
the same time the design will re- 
sult in economical construction. 
Despite a relatively low cost, the 
plant is to present an attractive 
appearance. Before plans for the 
design can be carried much fur- 
ther, a site must be obtained. 

It is interesting to note that in 
a conference with State Department 
of School House Planning offic- 
ials last week the school board was 
advised not to build any more class- 
rooms at Sequoia if it could possib- 
ly be avoided, to proceed with the 
greatest speed with the construc- 
tion of the Menlo Park-Atherton 
and San Carlos-Belmont plants, 
and to hold future high school 
plants to an average daily attend- 
ance of not over 1500. Because of 
the great increase assured for next 
year at Sequoia, the board deter- 
mined that construction of a single 
story wing must proceed, and the 
changes in the plans submitted to 


totalitarian countries, not for a de- 
mocracy.

In a study made some time ago, 
the most desirable site for the high 
school to serve the Menlo Park, Los 
Lomitas and Ravenswood districts 
was determined to be the Donohoe 
estate, which is bounded by Ring- 
wood road, Middlefield road and 
Oak Grove avenue. With the de- 
activation of Dibble general hos- 
pital, the high school board at- 
tempted to obtain a portion of this 
property for the high school site, 
as it sits just across Middlefield 
from the number one location. This 
property, however, was turned over 
to federal housing authority which 
leased it to Stanford for veteran 
student housing, with the exception 
of 28 acres which is being acquired 
by the city for a recreation and 
civic center, and a long narrow strip 
aggregating 10 acres along Middle-|, 
field road which the high school 
district acquired after three years 
of endeavor. About one year ago 
the school board abandoned efforts 
to obtain a Dibble site when Uni- 
versity officials stated their needs 
for Stanford Village would continue 
for an indefinite number of years. 

The heirs of the Donohoe prop- 
erty had no desire to sell that 
property. For some time the school 
board negotiated with them for 
the property, and finally the var- 
ious heirs agreed that for the pub- 

lic good they would sell to the 

school. They made a firm offer 
to the school board for the entire 

51 acres at $3,750 an acre. The 
school requires only 35 acres. 

In order to make a purchase the 
board had to obtain the permission 
of the Atherton planning commis- 
sion, for the site is within the limits 
of the town of Atherton. Applica- 
tion was made in December, 1948. 
Some Atherton property owners ob- 
jected to the tentative layout of the 
school, and it was altered to meet 
the more serious objections. A com- 
mittee of the Atherton Civic Lea- 
gue also made an investigation, and 
finally a representative of that com- 
mittee urged the school board to 
work out a lend-lease deal with 
Stanford for building on the Dibble 
property. The school board drafted 
a letter, together with drawings, to 
the Stanford board of trustees ask-

intimidation. 

“4. A good counseling service is 
essential. High school students 
are no longer children and are not 
yet adults. They are in a period 
of great emotional stress and 
strain. Last summer the pres- 
ent board arbitrarily abolished 
the counseling sys at Sequoia 
without taking acti6n to establish 
another. Later the new school 
administration found it impossible 
to operate without some provision 
for student counseling.
